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Thi Pcblxc Debt — Mr. S.cretarv McCulloch 
has issued the usual monthly statement of the 
iwblic debt, from which It appears that the ccn- 
£ it ion of the national finances is more satisfactory 
than at any time aince the commencement of 
the war. Since the rebellion was suppressed 
srd the Government ceased to be a borrower, 
the steady improvement in oar finances has 
teen marvelous. The evil predictions which 
were volunteered so lavishly as to the inability 
of the Government to bear up successfully un- 
der snch an enor. — « a debt have already been 
scattered to the wind a Those whose knowl- 
edge of our extraordinary resources and our 
inherent recuperative power justified them 
in entertaining hopes whieh were con- 
sidered delusive, will now find that even 
their me st brilliant expectations were 
short of the realised facts. In no de- 
partment ot the Government has the vitality 
and power of the Republic been more apparent 
than in the Treasury. It was no small under- 
taking for the Government to borrow millions 
upon millions of dollar* from the people to sup- 
press a rebell ion which threatened its very life. 
But we venture to assume that there were few, 
even among the most hopeful, who expected to 
see a reduction of the debt commenced within 
seven nienths after the cessation of hostilities. 
The facts, however, show that it was really 
commenced in less time than we have staled, 
and at such a rate as to astonish the whole 
country.

The increase in the amount of the debt bear- 
ing interest in coin is accounted for by the ad- 
ditional issues of five-twenty six per cent bonds 
in exchange for legal tendei notes. This item 
in the statement is important, because it will be 
remembered that when Mr. Secretary McCul- 
loch made the proposition for funding fifty mil- 
lions of these legal tender and compound in- 
terest notes, there was a general outcry against 
it among the speculators in New York and else- 
where. Every imaginable evil consequence to 
the general stock aad money markets, as well 
as to the business Community, was predicted as 
the legitimate result of this measure, and the 
failure of the movement itself was confidently 
expected. It now appears, however, that not 
onlv wre the fifty millions all funded in less than 
a month after the proposition was made public, 
bat that, in addition, over six millions of these 
notes have been exchanged for the bonds at the 
voluntary request of the people.

The arrival of such a cargo 
will remind the people of the Crescent City, 
ears that paper, of the former prosperity of 
tbeir city. From the year 1855 to the year I860 
the imports of coffee direct from Rio into New 
Orleans were 2, 115,657 sacks, or 352,616 sacks 
per s mum, reaching in the year 1857 427,323 
sicks. This would be werth, adds the Times, 
to lU trade of New Orleans at this time, taking 
the average quantity as a standard, twenty-one 
cents per pound in gold, or nearly twelve mil- 
Ik.rs of dollars. The Times hopes that a cargo 
of flour will be in readiness for the coffee 6hip 
with which to return at once. 



tgr The Glasgow (By.) Gazette Says, with 
reference to the Barren County Railroad, that 
it has information derived from a member of 
the Board of Directors a few days since, that 
negotiations were pending, by which it was 
thought that the work would, very speedily, be 
resumed. He also stated that a report of the 
condition of affoLs relative to the road was in 
preparation, and would before long be submit- 
ted. We believe tbe Directors are doing all they 
can. and though folly aensible of the great, 
the unequalled importance of the work to the 
country, we are patient, in the confidence that 
when they make a move it will be in the right 
direction.

Bhortenieg the Mississippi River —A resi- 
dent of Memphis, says the St Louis Republican, 
has addressed the Governor of Mississippi, rec- 
ommending to his attention a scheme for 
shortening the Mississippi river. The proposi- 
tion is to lessen the distance between Cairo and 
New Orleans 300 miles, or to reduce it from 
1,200 to 900 miles. The effect would be to in- 
crease the current one-fourth, or to give, for 
high water, a current of seven miles per hour 
instead of five, and for low water a current of 
five miles per bonr instead of three. A part of 
this scheme is to dam up Red river near its 
junction with the Mississippi, so os to throw the 
waters which seek an outlet through Rad river 
into the Atchafalaya and Berwick's bay. Not 
to damage the commerce of New Orleans, an 
iron lock is to be placed in tbe dam so as to let 
boats into and out of tbe Mississippi through 
Red riv«r. Anotber part of the plan contem- 
plates that all the outlets, both natural and ar- 
tificial. from near the mouth of Red river, on 
the we-t bank of the Mississippi river, to Pine 
Bluff, Arkansas, could be opened, small streams 
straightened, and their banks leveed, thus 
opening a system of drainage through a coun- 
try embracing the best portion of Arkansas, at 
tbe same time, with these positive outlets, 
drawing large quantities of water from the 
Mississippi, never to return. 

Of the practicability of this shortening scheme, 
observing river men and those whose business 
it is to solve questions in hydraulics are better 
judges than we are. Aside fro a thti question 
it may occur to some minds that there is a pre- 
vious one of some interest. That is, whether 
after all, looking at the Interests of the whole 
Mississippi border, a river 1,200 miles long is 
not better than one a quarter less, especially when 
the curtailed distance is purchased at the ex- 
pense of such an increase in the velocity ef the 
current as will retard the passage of boats as- 
cending the stream, without a full compen.a. 
tion in the gain made by boats descending it. 



Mexico.— T he Mexican problem may settle 
itself. Clearly, the Imperialists are not hold- 
ing tbeir ground. A few da vs since they aban- 
doned Mczatlan. Then they withdrew all their 
forces from the Slate of Chihuahua. A similar 
movement is indicated throughout Sinaloa. 
The “victory" at Matamoras reported for them 
cannot have been very decisive, for the Repub- 
licans are still besieging that- city in greater 
force than before. The French troops are be- 
coming less by expirations of time, desertions, 
sickness, and the accidents oi war. while they 
are becoming no more by accessions from 
Europe. It «j3ts a “mint of money” to main- 
tain fifty thousand soldiers at a distance so 
great — and if Napoleon is an autocrat, he must 
tell the Council aud the people how he spends 
tbeir fur ds, and satisfy them that advantages 
are derived from their use. Thus far the spec- 
ulation has proved a very poor one, either as a 
political or ss a pecuniary investment. The 
rebellion of which it was a part having failed, 
and the manifest sympathy of the Federal Gov- 
ernment with the Republicans indicating that 
the Empire cannot be maintained without the 
probabilities of a warfare sooner or later, is it 
not probable that Napoleon, weighing all the 
chances as a shrewd man of business, will con- 
clude to let the miserable concern go to pieces 
of its own dead weight? This would explain 
the policy which has been pursued by the Ad- 
ministration, and interpret the remark of Pres- 
ident Johnson, that “while the United 8tatee 
will not conceal their sympathy with the Re- 
publican cause in Mexico, nothing more than 
an expression of that sympathy is called for;” 
that ti t re is no need of armed intervention, 



frightful story comes from Bautzen, in 
Saxony, concerning the execution of a mm 
named Botnne, who had been sentenced to 
death for murder. It appears that at the time 
of the execution many thousands of persons 
were present, and watched while the con- 
demned man mounted the scaffold. Arrived at 
tbe top ol the steps to the guillotine, Botnne, 
instead of submitting to the attentions of the 
executioner, engaged in a frightful struggle 
with him and his assistants.

A fresh 
batch of men came to the assistance of the exe- 
cutioner, bnt even then it was impossible to 
get the condemned man under the fatal knife. 
At last after a qnarter of an hour passed in ve- 
hement struggles, an exceptionally strong 
bedeau de justic seized bim by his hair and 
threw him down. Hs was tied with the leather 
ibongs usually employed for the purpose, but 
more than once broke them to pieces. At last 
he was seen red, after a terrible struggle, and, 
having been fastened to the plank, was thrust 
under the blade of the guillotine, whieh fell 
immediately and ended the strife. His last 
wolds were. “Human justice U butchery.”

The cream is placed in a linen big of inad- 
er..tt liTckBesa, which is carefully secured aud 
pi ctd in a hole in the ground abaut a foot 
ard # half deep : it is then covered up and 
left for twenty-four or tveaty-fiye hours. Wium 
iakiu out the cream is very hard, and only re- 
quit; t i 'eating for a short time with a wooden 
malkt. after which half a glass of water is 
it row upon if, which causes the butter-milk 
to etp rate from the batter. If the quantity to 
be cot - erted into butter is large, it is left more 
than !>■ enty-feur hours in the ground. In witt- 
ier, w Len the ground Is frozen, tbe operation is 
perfojtuedin a cellar, the bag being well covered 
up with sand. Borne persons place the bag 
c&nlati.ing the cream within a second bag. in 
otdtr to prevent any taint from the earth. This 
sy «ten. raves labor, produces a larger amount 
of esculent butler than churning, and, more- 
over, it is said Eever to fail.

Tbe finest, teederest cakes can be made by 
addice a little unbolted (or Graham) flour to 
tbe Du< kwhf at. Lees than a quarter will do. 
Mix with cold sour milk or fresh (not sweet) 
butt-r-nilk, which is the btst. The soda— 
tm payings are dispensed with— when pat into 
cold water, will not act satisfactorily. Bake at 
once. The heat will start the effervescence, and 
as the paste rises U will bake, thus preventing 
it frem falling Hence the culminated point of 
tightness is attained. The batter ri=es snowy 
aud beautiful, and the pan-cake to al- 

most undue dimensions, abaci tightest 
and tenderest that t an be baked wit^Pit a touch 
of acid. More salt, however, must be added 
than usual, to counteract the too fresh taste 
when soda alone is used. Thus the bother of 
emptyings is dispeneed nith. Pan- cakes iu this 
way can be bGied at any time, and on the short- 
est notiee. We keep onr flour mixed, the Gra- 
ham with the buckwheat, rtaly for use.

Friday morning the people of Virginia City 
were thrown into a gold excitement, before 
which all former excitement" must pale. The 
facts, as we get them from apparently well 
antb< nticated sources, are briefly as follows:

to recoi d and secure his property, when the 

I iublic were informed of the great discovery, 
t is said that he now keeps a strong guard, 
night and day. over his seemingly incomputable 
wealth, while he himself, unassisted delves into 
the golden walls around him, and continues 
multiplying his sacks of precious ore. One 
person who was admitted Into Mr. Brown’s 
drift, states that it presented a scene of weal'n 
more akin to a pWore of the imagination than 
a CtU«iltv-. Gold! gold! gold! met the view on 
every side — above, below and all around— and 
reflected back its rich hues in the glare of the 
candle, ae if thie subterranean vault k--> s — 
hewn cut of a solid ledge of the yellow metal. 

"This gold is found in a well defined ledge, 
fully five feet in width. The gold vein is three 
feet wide— three-fourths of the entire substance 
therein being pure gold: the remainder mainlv 
bismuth. On each side of this vein, there is a 
casing i f one foot of quartz, which will assay 
from Id 00 to $2,000 to the ton. The very 
wall rock is rich. Specimens can be seen at the 
Cltv Book Store 

“Whether this is, to use familiar mining 
terms, a ‘blow-out’ or a ‘pocket,’ we are not 
prepared to admit or denv. But be it either 
millions are ‘lying around loose.’ We can 
scarcely realize that this is a distinct, continu- 
ous ledge, as. in that case, so vast an amount of 
gold would affect the standard of gold valuation 
thronghout the commercial world. Bat our 
informant, whom we know to be a man of re- 
liability, assures us that a distinct ledge has 
been traced fully seventy-five feet.” 

Sckn* - is Georgia— War Incidents. — \ let- 
ter from Georgia, published in a Buffalo paper, 
contains these paragraphs: 

Almcft every day I have inside views and 
learn incidents connected with the late strug- 
gle tbat arc amutieg, and wonld to Northern 
i are sound incredible.

Circulars or extras containing 
this "highly important news” were freely dis- 
ssmina'td and extensively believed. When the 
real news fell upon the people the consterna- 
tion may be well imagined. 

Hundreds of tl.ou.ir.ds of Confederate notes 
and bends were in the hands of all classes of 
tbe people, and, although at a ruinous discount, 
they were of considerable value as currency for 
tbe purchase of commodities at enormous 
prices These, like a fl ish of electricity, fell to 
utter worthlessness, leaving the possessors pov- 
erty-stricken and hopeless. 

An old friend of mirie the proprictre;" of a 
boardir.g-bcu*e, informed me that a couule of 
weeks before Wilson took possession of Macon, 
she b* upht a barrel of flour for $600 of thi? pre- 
cions currency. The dav of his art i vat she paid

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FROM EAST TENNE88F.E— ITS CONDITION 
AND PROSPECTS. 

Knoxville, Tknn , Nov. 30, 1 365. 

I pnmc to this place a day or two ago. believ- 
ing that the report? of East Tennessee lawless- 
ness, of which many pa|>er8 say so mu h, were 
true, and tbat I should oe necessitated to see at 
least a hall dozen grav-haired rebels b itchercd 
by the ynorg loyalists of this part of the State. 
In fact,’ I thought at least, in order to preserve 
my own life, to wear my brass buttons and 
shoulder straps. When I arrived at Knoxville 
I expected to have been met by a parcel of lovd 
ruffians, and to have been compelfod to show 
mv passport, countersigned by Gov. Brownlow, 
and approved by Andy Johnson! In this ex- 
pectation I was Jisapi o’nted. The truth is, I 
was rather chagrined at the careless treatment 
shown me. I did not see loaded pistol?; nor did 
I hear ot a dozen or two mnrdera, as I did when 
I arrived at Nashville. Nobody attempted to 
steal mv pocket hook, nobodv asked me to have 
a hack: it t'uth I wj? left “al t e in my glory." 
to fli d my way to the bpst hotel in the city, if 
possible ! I am cow convinced that there is 
moie of peace and quietnde here than there is 
in Kentucky, and fewer robberies and murder? 
than there is in any one of the loyal States I 
have traveled in a buggy, behind a splendid 
horse, all over Andei&on, Roane, Margin, 
Cnrobei lard, and Knox counties, and n ver 
once bad my horse locked np in a stab!'! I 
was asmmd that horse-thieves and burglars 
had been driven from the S:ate or killed, and 
that no rogue dares new to ply his avocati in. 

I came to the conclusion that the N ishville 
Banner was nearer light than it intended to be 
when it called East Tennessee “Brownlow’s 
Paradise.” For when compared with N ish- 
ville it is indeed a Paradise! If von fall to find 
eduearion here, yon at least find honesty; and 
in lien of refinement yon tind genuine hospital- 
ity and kindness. 

KNOXVILLE 

is by no means * prettv place, although rather 
beautifully situated. It presents a dilapidated 
appearance; the storehouses in it are generally 
small, ard impress the observer with the idea 
that the mercantile business of the city is con- 
tractu!. There seems to be a lack of energy in 
its citizens ; much more of the Yankee spirit is 
needed. I have been in no Southern city that 
presents the same inducements to capitalists 
that Knoxville does. Tbe enterprising mer- 
chant. the iLdnstrions mechanic, and the active, 
eneigetic professional man wonld llnd here that 
their exertions will be treb’v repaid. The soci- 
ety here 's good. The citizens of the city are 
gererer- end hospitable, and are exceedingly 
desirous of inducing emigration. I find the 
peop'e here decidedly in favor t f extending the 
railroad from Louisville to this place. They see 
in this extension the rapid growth of their city, 
and the development of the immense mineral 
wealth of East Tennessee. Your people mav 
expect rvery possible assistance in the labor 
upon this road. In troth, I find the country 
around Knoxville, and ail through northeist- 
em Ten* usee, excited over the prospect of di- 
rect railroad communication north, and that 
mineral lands have already materially advanced 
in price, uider the belief that such a road m ist 
shortly he attempted>nd finished. At the pres- 
ent, nearly all of the merchants here go to Cin- 
cinnati to t uv their goods; construct a road di- 
rectly fr< m here to Louisville, and they will 
change tbeir place of having. If your city, bv 
its carelessness, permits Cincinnati to begin and 
complete a road here, it deserves to lo c all of 
the customers that would be thrown into it 
from the South. 

trade here 

is brisk: the monev market is not “tight,” 
while everything edible and marketable is in 
abundance. One can live here much cheaper 
than he can in any Kentucky village. The 
streets of the city are generally thronged with 
country people, who come from forty to fifty 
mi! (6 to do their trading. The farmers in R ^me 
Anderson, and Morgan counties, jjave 

wagons, are engaged in hauling ec 4 ] w hi c h it 
worth from fifty to seventy cer.L* per ’bushel to 
market In traveling though the counirv I 
found numberless yaeTnt houses, and many im 
SJ? t C v al *d fltfou'Uvated farms, bat M no place 
f “Oar tbe people complain of a scarcity of 
food. T e labor system here has not been so 
thorfonghly demoralized as in other portions of 
Tennessee. 

MORGAN COCNTY. 

Having heard much of the nFnsral wealth of 
Morgan and surrounding counties, I determin? d 
to visit them and satisfy myself, by actual ob 
servat'on of the troth fulness Of reports I 
therefore procured a buggy, aDd, after much 
j persnash n. prev“!?d on rri'- clever friend Par- 
don to rccompany me. We drove dirC"flv to 
Kingsport, the ccnnty seat of Roane countv, a 
place, bi -ihe-bv. of considerable bn -in ess, being 
in a central portion and a good shipping point, 
which is di-tanced about forty miles from 
Knoxville. The country between thi? place 
and Knoxville is rolling, but the soil is rich 
and well timbered. Many of the farms are 
well improved, are of a superior quality, and 
command a good price. The East Teiacs- 
seean, a sprigbtlv country paper, Is published 
at Kingston. From Kingston we drove di- 
rectly to Montgomery, the county seat of Mor- 
gan county, distanced fortv-seven mile* from 
Knoxviffe, and twenty-three milee from Kings- 
ton. We were necessitated to cross the moan- 
tains, bnt found good roads, and did not, there- 
fore, upset our bnggy but once. After thi? ac- 
cident. Purdon asserted that, he who wonld 
call Morgan county roaas good would 
deviate as much from the troth as 
do Kingston butchers who hang out the sign 
“ccn f eciionsries” over their meat stalls! Ba 
this as it may. the roads here are constantly 
traveled bv heavily-loaded wagons, and I con- 
fess that I was pleasantly disappointed at the 
appearance of the Country around Wartbarg 
and Monti omerv. I exposed to find ba-ren 
hills and small and eterila valleys. In place of 
this I found large, rich, and well-cnltiv tted 
farms, find sections of country covered with 
black oak, white oak, hickory, chestnut, black- 
walnut, and other kinds of timber. It i? a fine 
grazing country; thousands of cattle could be 
made fut here from the grasses everv vear with- 
out feeding or attention. It is well watered; 
the streams running through it cannot be 
equaled for beauty and puritv. and afford fine 
water power lor mills and inannfa''torie«. 
Around Wartbnrg I found extensive vluevards 
which were at one time profitably worked by 
the German settlement here. Of course the 
war has been felt here as in all other pirtsof 
the South. It matters not which wiy von go, 
von are met bv the remains of a once^ inhabited 
bouse, and by large farms wholly unfenced. 
However, these vestige? of the rebellion wffl 
be sr on removed from this part of the State. 

If tb“ river valleys are rich, and enticing to 
the capitalist, how much more so are tbe moun- 
tains of this country, for they abound in rich 
deposit? of coal, iron, and lead, which only 
await industry and energy to bring immense 
wealth. Frof. Afford, in his geological rep irt, 
asserts that “the coal mcx?ares of the north- 
east* m part of the table-land in Morgan, An- 
derson, Scott, &c., swell out to a verv great 
thickr.t some point? to more than 2,000 
feet ” While tbe iron deposits, or veins, are so 
abundant and large that Northern capitalist? 
are now- preparing to establish heavy iron fur- 
naces at-ove Kingston. Petroleum will un- 
doub.e ly be found here, for in no place are 
there better surface indications than here. A 
promir. -nt geologist. Prof. Lvon. after examing 
the lar.de of George F. Gerding, the largest 
landholder in Morgan county, informed him 
that “nearly everv part of the branch s oi his 
land may be bored and oil found.” In fact oil 
steps now o it of many Assure* in sufficient 
qnaniitv to injure the water of many small 
creeks in the drier sermon? of the year. Capi- 
tlll't? have visited Morgan county, and nave 
obtained a large number of leases’ I wai in- 
form', d in Knoxville that nearly a hundred 
leases had been recorded there, and that most 
Of them were for Morgan county lands 

This whole section of country abound? in 
rich mineral spring?, containing manv impor- 
tant m r dieal qua’ities Those near the resi- 
dence of Major Black, five mile? from R tberts- 
vil'e, are particularly celebrated. 

The people of thi? part of the State are par- 
ticularly anxious for railroad conunnnic ttiou 
north, t,nd are willing to make large donations 
of land to assFt in making anv road that will 
enable their great mineial wealth to be devel- 
oped. The projected railroad from Danville 
passes directly through these lands, while the 
one projected from Louisville to Knoxville goes 
within eighteen or twentv miles of them. I 
venture to predict that within ten veers from 
now East Tennessee coal will be burned in everv 
city in Tennessee, and that the oil there will 
exceed in abundance that of Pennsylvania! O f 
corns e the city tbat shall be dlrec tiv connected 
with a country of such vast resources will reap 
a rich harvest. Will that city be Louisville or 
Cincinnati? 

PERSONAL. 

No nian can go to see Morgan conntv with- 
out coming in contact with Mr. John H. Bri- 
ent, elcik and master of the county, for no cit- 
izen of that county is as competent as he i? to 
show a stranger the wealth of the count? : and 
no stranger will ever meet him without being 
glad that he has met a man of so much general 
information and of somnch hospitality. I cannot 
soon forget his kindness and readiness to oblige 
me. It Knoxville I met Major L A. Gratz. 
formerly of the 6th Kentucky cavalry, who is 
now successfully practicing law in tha* place, 
and received from him many favors. The Ma- 
jor knows East Tennessee thoroughly, and will 
show all possible kindness to those desirous of 
seeing hisadopted cltvand State Apropos, i may 
state tbat the Major has taken to him- elf a wife, 
who L? as beautiful as she is accomplished. 
LoDg mav they he happy. I will write again.

The Tribune's Washington special says : The

The first declares that as an election for Presi- 
dent bzs not been po-ible on account of the 
French invasion, therefore, by virtue of the ex- 
traoroinary Power with which Congress had 
dotted the Executives, and by virtue of the 
cxitling anomalous circumstances, the Execu- 
tive declare that the constitutional term of 
the President is extended until another popular 
ele; t'on can be held.

Gsn- 
Orfet a came to tbe United States only en route 
for Mixico, and staved in tbe United States 
wi'heii’ any special purpose for over eight 
months, he will be subject to a trial on his re- 
turn to Mexico.

Only narrow minds and corrupt hearts ever de- 
sire to humiliate those whom the' have con- 
quered. beyond the inevitable humiliation im- 
plied in the conquest itself. 

There is need of this counsel, because the 
P opie of the South, misled by s few of their 
cld politicises, bare not exhibited of late tbe 
frank and manly spirit which we woe neariv 
all glad to welcome a lew months ago. We are 
not a little impatient with the recent signs ol 
rt calcilrauon But there is a law need for the 
same cc tinsel in the comparative unanlmitv of 
Coagrees. There is hardly opposition enough 
threatened to keep np a wholesome agitation 
of sentiment: and when such is the case, then 
bodies of men are apt to ran into extremes. 
They excite each other by reciprocity of fervor, 
and find no checks in s keen and watchful hos- 
tility. But let tires legislators remember that 
the people are looking on. that the press is alive, 
and that any departure from the genuine, dis- 
tinctive. fundamental principles of our demo- 
cratic-republican system will be at once an- 
nounced and earnest!' reproved. 

To much oi this we heartily respond. “Only 
narrow minds and corrupt hearts ever desire to 
humiliate tboee" with whom we are to live to- 
gether as brethren, who form a part of the peo- 
ple of the United Slates, who have a common 
ancestry with ourselves, to whom has d«K ended 
the common glory won by immortal sires In 
the ettablishment of the Republic, and who, 
though many of them were for the time led 
Into error by designing demagogues, will here- 
after be, as they ever were before the late evil 
4a.' s came upon the country, we will not per- 
mit ourselves to donbt, the devoted friends and 
supporters of our Government and its institu- 
tions through evil as well as good report. If 
they should prove otherwise, it will be attrib 
ui&bie, we firmly believe, in great part, to the 
■earcleM and ferocious conduct of the elenth 
hounds against whom the Poet levels its 
strict uses 

Bomber and Wilson have already begun their 
deetrnctive work in Congress. That body is 
hardly organized before they commence their 
unseemly devices in favor of discord and sec- 
tional hatred, the only effect of which mast in-

We may trathially say 
that, in this arduous cost, the only actual de- 
lects are his nndue rapidity of speech and his 
misuse of the aspirate H. which, to American 
cars is always oflensive. However, these faults 
are bnt occasional, and do not, in the general 
exposition of the great character, militate 
against its harmony. B. ingiog ourselves to see 
In the man s thorough Englishman, we recog - 
aise in the artist that rarest of acquisitive fac- 
ulties— tiie concealment of art. We were glad 
to see Mr Kean so attentive to the costuming 
of Richsrd. He dresses the part not to win ad- 
miration which be mistrust his capability o 
winning by a sheer exhibition o! genius, nor 
merely to catch the fastidious eye: bnt he oom- 
plks with royal usage, and mokes the attire of 
Bichard a becoming accessary to its faithful 
rendition Mr. Kean richly merits the laurels 
with which the English people have decked 
him for his naturalness of portrayal in Richard 
ID. Every one regretted the non-appearance 
of Mrs Kean, who was so indisposed that she 
could not quit her room. The part of Queen 
Uiaabetn was assumed by Miss Jolla Ne'scm 
and. considering the short time allotted 
her lor preparation, her acting was 
highly ctcitabfe. For her kindness in un- 
dertaking. and the ability with which she rcn 
<?e*ed the chara cter, she was the recipient of 
much applaoee. We have never known the 
Duke of Fork to be so prettily spoken and 
acted os it was on this occasion by Pet.te Le- 
comte. The child is one of extraordinary 
promise for “os the twig is bent the tree's in- 
dined. The audience delighted to cheer the 
ittk Dot e. Richmond and Backinghs tn were 
well conceived and played by Messrs. Crtbcort 
and Ever at. as was also Lady Anne by Mi* 
Chapman These artiste, who accompany the 
Eeans, have given entire satisfaction during the 
week. Aside from the commendable features 
noted, tb* perf irmance of Richard was exeers- 
bie. There were many things to detract from 
that intsrt < which should be uniform, not cen- 
tral. The audience was clearly displeased with 
the mot. tiling and animat of the play. A 
scarcity of snpenmmerarici rendered the battle 
of Boewonh field worse than farcical Nor- 
folk's memory forsook him in one of the most 
interesting crises of the third act. Catesby 
made his exits and entrances as if be had been 
ahot from a colnmbiad. and withal mouthed bis 
words in a manner signally discordant. Stan- 
ley crept upon the stage in a quad slumber, 
tailing to impart that vivacity so essential to 
the military scenes of the piay. We do net 
apeak of these blemi s hes to aieporoge our own 
la favor of strange actors. We well know how 
anreasothble it is to expect every member of s 
company to “hold the mirror up to nature.'' 
But we do contend that there is need of im- 
provement in the carps dramsti ,ue and stage 
appurtenances of Wood's Theater. It is to be 
Roped these improvements will be made forth- 
with. so that “store" may not bear off all the 
Ron ore which oar public are ever ready to be- 
etow opon the deserving.

The Matoe Asm the Cstt CV> exert. — " r h“ at- 
tempt of the City Railway Company, aided by 
the Mayor, to foist its monopoly upon oar citi- 
zens, and to perpetually exclude all street railway 
competition, ha? resulted in the dowuiight re- 
fusal of cur chief executive officer to i>erform 
his sworn duty, and his consequent impeach- 
ment ty the legally authorized authorities of the 
city. The history of the transactions which 
have thus lesnlted is briefly os follows: In 
Fo-bra&ry last the Louisville and Portland Com- 
psny petitioned the Council for the right to 
build s road in Market street in connection 
with tl eir road to Portland. The Council had 
already indicated its purpose to have competi- 
tion, by granting to the City Company the 
right to extend their Main-street rood along the 
Portia d Avenue to the New Albany ferry land- 
ing. The Board of Aldermen, without he-ita- 
ti n, granted the petition, and sent it to the 
Board of Common Council. In that Board it 
was -e'erred to a select committee of five, who 
agreed upon a unanimous report in its favor, 
»i h certain amendments which were accept- 
able to the Company. The City Rii'.wuy C >m- 
panv n can while, with a shameless inconsistency 
and an effrontery that we suppose is wholly un- 
paral c- ed in the history of legislation, remon- 
strated against the grant upon the gronnl that 
the Market street road would be a competitor to 
the Main-street road. From being the most ear- 
nest advocates of competition, they suddenly be- 
came the hottest advocates ol monopoly. By one 
device or another, the friends of monopoly suc- 
ceeded in deferring action upon the preposition 
in the Board of Common Connell until the old 
Board went oat of existence and a new Board 
woe inaugurated. 8ince the new Board came into 
existence the question of a road on Market 
street bos been discussed in the pnblic prints, 
by the pe p’.e, and in the City Council, more 
thoroughly than pre ,ably any local question 
was ever before discussed in this city. The 
proposition made by Mr. Henderson was finally 
approved by the two Boards, with various 
amendments and modifications, and sent to the 
Mayor. The Mayor, exercising his undoubted 
prerogative, vetoed the action of the two Boards 
The two Boards by majorities in each of all the 
members elect passed the measure over his veto. 
The Mayor then asked to be heard orally before 
the Common Council. Notwithstanding the 
rules rtqaLs all communications from the 
Mayer to be mode in writing, the rales weie 
generously waived and the courtly extended 
to him, wh<n, in a most violent, undignified 
and dfegraceiul speech, he coiled the members 
liars, charged them with stultifying themselves, 
and rusted oat of the chamber, 6 wearing that 
he would never sign the contract. And he has 
kept his word. He thns sets h. in sell up as the 
autocrat of the city, violates his oath to faith- 
folly txeccte the laws of the city, and 
aputns all decency, propriety, and pnblic 
sentiment. The Common Council certainly 
exercisi a the extreme of forbearance when 
it allowed their honorable body and them- 
eelves personally to be insulted while in 
their eeats in the exercise of their official duties 
with' u: calling the high offender to account for 
his disgraceful conduct. But with what jnstific • 
lion could members go before their constituents 
and confess that they had allowed the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of i he city to scornfully refuse to execute 
the laws of the city? The Common Council 
have pursued the only coarse left to them in 
the peitormacce ol their swops duty and in the 
maintenance of their dignity and authority by 
preferring, before the B->ard of Aldermen, 
grounds of impeachment against the Mayor for 
his refusal to perform his executive doty, and 
in this course they will be overwhelmingly sus- 
tained by their constituents. 

The devices that have been resorted to by the 
City Railway Company and the Mayor to defeat 
the popular and legislative will of the city have 
been worthy of the cause ia which they have 
been used. Our readers will bear in mind that 
the supreme object in view was to secure the 
City Railway in Us monopoly against competi- 
tion. No road was to be buiU on Market 
street, breanse it would, to a certain extent, 
compete for business now done by the Main- 
ttreet road, and would insn re the permanency of 
the competition to Portland. The first device was 
to raise the cry that the market-houses were to 
be torn down to make way foi the railroad. In 
Philadelphia, in Cindcnoti, in New Orleans’ 
and other cities it was shown that street roil 
ways are laid along side the market sheds 
without seriously interfering with their use. 
There was nothing in the argument, bnt, to 
make doubly sore, the contract was amended so 
m to allow bnt a single track on one side of the 
markets. The next device was a proposition by 
Mere rs W.I. Hughes, W. K. Thomas and others, 
interested in the City Railway, to build a road 
on Walnut street iu conjunction with a rood on 
Market uhen ike m arbets were removed — thus, if 
oner es- foi, securing the grant as against all the 
world, bnt leaving the building of the Market, 
street rood to a period so indefinite that it would 
prop ably never be built at olL But these 
devi< es fri ed and the road on Market sirec ( 
Authorized to be contracted for. The Mayor 
vetoi s the contract and accompanies his veto 
with the following proposition :

This shallow device to give the city §25,000 
to secure the City Railway in its monopoly bv 
permanently de eating the Market-street road, 
of course deceived no one, and the May or’s veto 
was j remptiy voted down. 

Atd now nothing is left to the conspirators 
l«t a coo d'etat by the Mayor, and he is prompt 
to meet their wishes. We shall see whether 
this European style of revolution succeeds in 
an An ericac city.

Drorsiox or Judge Johnston ix the Ca?e 
oi Gen Palmer.— A t the opening of thJ Ci - 
cuit Court jesterday morning, Judge Johnston 
delivered the following opinion and order rda- 
ti»e to the indictments again.-t Major-General 
John M. Palmer: 

Ac indictment was returned on this day, by 
the Grand Jury of Jeffers >n county, against 
Palmer, which charges him with aiding aud as- 
sisting Ellen, a slave of S R Womack, to make 
her t scape from her owner, in violation of the 
statutes of Kthtuckr. which decia-cs such aid- 
ing and assisting a felony, and punishable by 
Confinement in the i ’em ten ti ary. The defes- 
dant, ly his counsel, appeared' in c jurt, and 
moved the court to quash the indictment on 
several grounds which were urged in argument. 
Ore pe rt raised by counsel is considered deci- 
sive of the cose, and will onlv be noticed. 

The act of the Kentucky Legislature under 
which the indictment is framed, presupposes 
the exigence of slavery in Kentucky, and the 
act was intended to protect the right of the 
mailer in Lis property in the slave. When 
t la very ceased to exist all acts of the Legisla- 
tures of slave bolding States, making it felony 
to aid them to escape from the service of the 
owner, became a dead letter, and ceased to have 
any obligations or effect. 

The court judicially takes notice of the facts 
that the requisite number of State? bad adopted 
the amendment proposed to the Federal Consti- 
tution before the return of the indictment in 
this ctse, and at that time slavery did not exist 
in K< mucky, and consequent 1 ; - all pend and 
criminal acts of the Kentucky Legislature 
merely malum prohibitum, predicated on the 
rights oi the nias cr to the services of the slave, 
and must fall with slavery, and consequently 
were nut in force at the time the indictment in 
this cats was found. 

It is b principal of the criminal law that after 
the roped or expiration of a crim na! or penal 
statute merely mat »i prohibitum, uojudgmeut 
can be rendered tor a violation of that statute 
committed even while iu force, because to au- 
iboi.zc a judgmeut against the violatna of 
such a law, it must be in force at the date of 
the judgment

Tn Frm* —There are. say* the New York 
Journal of Commerce, two paths open to the 
Amadcnn people, and according to the choice 
which they make between the two, will depend 
their pro* pertly and happiness. On the one 
hand they are invited to follow what enthusiasts 
call the path of “progress,” and on the other 
hand they are urged to continue in the sale 
way. marked out fjr them by wise fathers. 

The path of “progress'' has many attractions, 
and men are apt to be led into it by the bright 
view which is presented to them. They see the 
beautiful held* through which they are Anted 
to walk, gleaming with flowers, and rich with 
vetn«re. Streams flow through them full of 
rparVii«g water*: palace* shine resplendent in 
the run. gore Hasher up from the depth? of the 
rivet*, glitter* in Da ravines of the mountain*. 
The path leads, in fact, Und of universal 
wealth, universal equality, universal peace and 
pn epei lly. If human nature were fe good, and 
purr, and holy as the progressive school of 
politicians believe it. there might possibly be 
eomtthiri: in their vision ol thie glorious future. 

It would then be at least within the scope of 
imagination that men and women could ba 
found, who, notwithstanding their wealth, 
would descend to the filth and drudgery of lh- 
viler occupations for pure love of their fellow- 
men. It is justposible to think that there 
might be some who would work in the gutter*, 
where some one must work if the world goes 
on, while other? rested idle in the luxurious 
bom e*. which the workmen could, if they de- 
sired, have quite a* luxurious. In short, if hu- 
man nature woe perfectly lovely, the Utopian 
idea of equality might, by a remote possibility, 
be realised, and no one covet another * proper- 
ty. while all the trades and occupations went 
forward to supply the necessities and luxuries 
of mankind. Bat until the nature of man be- 
comes thus pare and perfect, the future toward 
which these adviser* lead us is the wildest vision 
of fancy. Every step taken toward it la a dan- 
gerous step. Every plan adopted on the faith 
of Its posrfbfftty is sure to fail, and bring disas- 
ter with its failure. The fields toward which 
they point us will be deserts when we reach 
Uxtn. The streams will be found fool and stag- 
nant, the palaces bat rocky heap- the goid— 
red Indeed, bat with the redness of blood. 

The other path aeems less pleasant and at- 
tractive in the prospect. The view before us 
Is rugged, the ascent attended with difficulty, to 
be overcome only by steadied labor and severe 
toil. The path is that which our father* walked 
in. and by which the nation arrived at substan- 
tial pro s per i ty and a large measure of happi- 
ness. It leads to nobler success in the future 
if we follow it. It is the path of cautious, 
conservative advance. It is marked out on the 
theory that human nature is weak and erring 
as well as sinful. There is no each doctrine on 
the way-marks as this notion of universal equal- 
ity. It is constantly to be kept in miad. all 
along the road, that a great spring riF %tm»c 
action is the relation of the dependent on the 
supporting, and the necessity of the serving to 
the served. Men help one another on this path 
■at because they are equal, but because they 
are mutually dependent. The worn shoes of 
the pilgrim are replaced by hi* companion, not 
because be love* the pilgrim, but because he 
will get from him something which he wants 
or deeim. They are very foolish travelers, 
who, tired of labor in their particular voca- 
tions. put their beads together to claim the 
laxurtes which others seem to have without 
labor. The future of the nation, on thie con- 
aervativ* path, is a future of industry and con- 
sequent prosperity. It is not likely that it will 
ever lead to universal wealth, and it is certain 
that it will never lead, either in this or any 
other state of existence, to universal equality. 

The view of the two paths is practical, and 
the tost of new political, financial, and com- 
mercial theorie- is a good one, which judges of 
them by their tendency to one or the other of 
these paths. The future of the nation will not 
be prosperous if it is guided on the idea of 
general equality. It will be prosperous if the 
nation become* economical, steadfast industri- 
ous-one in which the rich give employment to 
the poor, and the flow of wealth is from high 
to low— here in small stream*, there only drop 
by drop, bat still flowing, because there U a 
lower place to which, like water. It must fall. 

Th I* lias* is thf North wkst. — There 

< aa be bo doubt that the depredation* of the 
Indian* in the Northwest do much to retard the 
fettiement and growth of that section. Apart 
from the murder* which are of frequent occur- 
rence, the stealing of bonce and cattle, the 
burning of oulldiug*. and the destruction of 
crops alarm the emigrants, and turn the tide of 
pojiulAlion in another direction. The stone* 
of Indian ciuelty and ferocity find their way 
acroof the ocean, and are told at the firesides of 
those who are preparing to seek a home in this 
country. This has the effect of preventing em- 
igration to such localities. But the evil doe* 
not rest here. Bo soon as a section is cleared 
of Indian raids ft is in a great measure given ur. 
to the occupation of the most turbulent class 
of white settler*, men who have no law but 
the rifle, aod then commence* s war between 
the white and red races, which for the time 
prevent* all chance of development of the 
country. Lost to civilisation, the section add* 
nothing to the general prosperity of the coun- 
try. 

To prevent, if possible, conflict* between the 
Indians and white* in the Northwest, a Com- 
miakm was appointed to viait the Indians in 
that region. The head of that Commission. 
Judge Guernsey, has jaw returned from the 
aorne of its labors, and report* that the Com. 
afon has been successful even beyond their an- 
tldpauoL The Indians came in large num- 
bers to meet the Commissioner* and partici- 
pate tn a ‘ talk," and nine .treaties were con- 
cluded with as many tribe*. The term* of the 
treaties ere reported as satisfactory, securing 
the right of way from the Indians for any road* 
that we may wish to construct through their 
country, and they bind themselves not only not 
to «— —»*« further depredations upon the live* 
and property of the white*, but to use their uu 
moat endeavor* to prevent all others from dome 
so. The point most taoutly contested by them 
era* the right of way through their coun- 
try. They contended, which la true, that 
Urn buffalo on which they depend for 
their enbektence. would be driven sway.
